thing of himſclfe ; it 1s ouly whar he hath done , not what he 
hath gained; as thus, I liave neard a ſermon or two to day , 
I have Joyned often in prayer &c. Bur never pus this queſtion 
_rohimlelte ; Soxle, what haſt thou gained of Chriſt by theſe 
duties? it adayly labourer after all his toyle, and ſweat , and

Bleſſed, but a Bleſſing , his bleſſednefle and holinefle ſhould 
reach out to others ; he that is not thus bleſſed , is undoubtedly 
curſed, 
Third nſe, of the point is for Admonition to all Chriſtian 
commanders and Souldiers ; if you have any love to the Lo:d 
of Hoſts, if any bowels of affe&icn to your Country ; if you 
defire the honour of the one , the peace, and proſperity of the* 
other ? Jet this be your holy reſolution ; when ever you pur on 
your corporal arm xr , forget notto put on the [pirituall ; 
ſerve Heaven as well as Earth, let your Walking and marching 
be in the path of the Goſpel; lovke well to your 1:ves , and the 
rataer , beciuſe the rext ſummons may be to your graves 
for of ail men, Souldiers carry their lives in their hands : make 
therefore your p:zc2 wich God at home, ere you wage Warre 
with your eceny abroad 5 march not into field , but from your 
knees; wen, if you are laid on your backs, dying un- 
der theLo'ds Banner, his Angefts are ready to carry your Soxls 
into the glorious preſence of him, to whom you lived, for 
whom 
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whom you died, the 1[raelites lamentably deplore » their ill 
ſucceſſe in war, they attribute ic to Geds abſence , T how go- 
eft not forth,(ay th:1, wihour Armies, O Iſrael] , thanke thy DF, 44. 9. 
ſelfe ; incere the two edged ſwordis in their hand , but, rhe 60, r0; 
kith praiſes of Ged are not rn their months? they gitt not 60 the 
ſp11ry311., wich their materiajl Weapons ; I remember what 1S 
ſtoried 0irhe valiant Captain of Thebes, who having getren the 
virtory over his enemies, but withill received his mortali 
wourd , he made tihi3 his grand inqui y , whether his Weapors 
Were ſafe or no? whether his buckler were not in his enmics 
hand: > and when it was replyed all was ſafe , he dyed, with a 
orcat dealc of checreiulnefſe and fortitude. So then a Chr ſtian 
Soul-.1er 1s ro grapp.e with death , kis maine care is that his. 
Buckley of Faith , and the Helmet of his falvation , that they 
be ſafe to guard E1S ioule, and he pafſech not much what becoms 
of his curward man, he dzesin peace 2nd corfiderce, Learre 
hence , £0 array the inward man with {piricuall deferce ;, eſpeci- 
ally you which are Commanders, that are to looke after others ? 
remember Chriſts precept. at.5. 16. Let your light ſo ſhine 
before men. If before men in penerall,, how then in ſpeciall 
manner before your own men , which are your family ? their 
honouring and ſerving God according to his word, is your 
higheſt commendation ;; their b/emiſhes in converſation are ſpots 
in your foreheads ;. let therefore your good works, your light, 
the fruits of faith ſhine before your men, vilit their courts 
of guard , ſometimes in the day , ſometimes inthe night 5 Oh 
that theſe and ſuch like holy ( therefore necefſuy ) works 3 
were not {o much negleRed;ohy hat under ſo many precious rer, 
cies , his people ſhould be fo forgertull , ſo unthankfull ; Oh , 
that this were not, the great iniquity , of many Commanders in 
the Army : Lremember the charge that Adoſes pave unto the 
Iſralites , when they ſponld enter into goodly Cities , which they 
builded not, houſes full of all good things , Which they filed not, 
wells digged , which they dig ged mit; Vinejards, and Olive trees 
which they planted not ; then, they muſt beware leſt tkey torger 
the Lord their God; For , ifever we forget God, ic 15 when

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we are full, that 15, when we have greateſt cauſe to remerher 
him, we daily ſee, By miraculous experience , that our gracious 
God, hath not forgotren to be merciful , but irs feared , more 
then a few have forgotten to be religiouſly tharkfull, eh , how 
doe men hice both inward and outward mercies, matk , the ty. 
tl:s bellowed upon ſuch men, manif, ted in the ſervant , which 
had tecrived a liagle talent Mate 25, 27- O thou evill and ny- 
faithful fervanit, it any deinand, wheieiore evill and unfaithr 
full , becauſe thou n=it bid the Talext, and the penalty due to 
fuch an Ev41, 15 ter down by the holy Ghoſt, Tammy.

Toy 
Gold and your Silver is cankered, 'aith ths | Apoſtle , 
and the ruſt of them ſhall eat out your fleſh like Fire . 
[He doth not lay the gold and filver 1- ſelfe, thar is, al! i-ward 
and e#tward favonrs, irward, as the knowledge of ..hriſt, upon 
Goipell recs, outward, as victory, peace, and p:ofpe11:y ; Bat 
the raft, the hicing, the conceahing of tte gold and filver,, ſha'l 
be this witneſſe againſt thee, this exec ntivnzr upon thee 2 what
